Washington, May 23. — The secretary 
of the Treasury h'ai published a circular 
in relation to the enforcement of the anti- 
Chinese law, to be delivered to Customs 
ottieers at the various ports, and certifi- 
cates to be given the Chinese have been 
prepared by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and sent to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, to be engraved in a manner 
that will prevent counterfeiting. The 
circular directs the attention of the Col- 
lectors of-Cmitoms to the Act of May 6th, 
which is enclosed, and says: 

To prevent any just cause of complaint 
as regards the administration of the law, 
Collectors and all other officers will take 
pains to carefully carry out, the pro- 
visions of the Act, so far as it devolves 
upon them. The certificates must con- 
form in all particulars to the list entered 
ill the registry books, kept in accordance 
with the reqntrments of the Act. The 
names entered in the registry books should 
be numbered consecutively, and the certi- 
ficates so numbered so as to correspond. 

The front of certificate is as follows.

The Chinese, laborer to whom this cor 
tificate is issued is entitled, in accord 
ance with sections I!, 1 and 5 of the Act 
nf Congress, approval May 0th, 1882, to 
return to and re-enter into Ihe United 
States, upon producing and delivering tin 
same at Ihe time of reentry aforesaid, to 
the Collector of Customs' of the district at 
which he shall seek to re-enter.

Representative Page said this afternoon 
that he should see the Secretary of the 
Treasury and request him to call the par- 
ticular attention < f Customs otlieers in 
the circular to the fact wheneverthe word 
laborer occurs in the Act, it means "skill- 
ed" as well as "unskilled" laborer.

CHCAT DESTRUCTION OF PKOFEftTY.

Death, of Capt. Hugh JdcSay. 

The curtain fell yesterday upon the 
life-drama of another old resident. Capt. 
Hugh McKay, a resident of the country 
since 1852,died early in the morning from 
the effects of a severe cold. The deceased 
was u much respected citizen, enterprising, 
jjenial and kindhearted. Thirty years ago 
he made barrels for the Hudson Bay Co. 
at Sooke. Afterwards be built and sailed 
the sloop Ino, then the schooners Onward 
and Favorite, vessels of sea-going class. 
Atthetime of bis death he owiijmI the 
sealing schooner Alfred Adams and an- 
other fur-sealer. About three weeks since 
he was brought up from the west coast by 
hi* crew for medical treatment. His 
complaint was a severe cold which settled 
on his lungs.

FIRST BAY. 

Wkdnksday, Juno 14th. 

The assizes were opened yesterday 
at 11.-15 a.m. before Hon. Justice Crease. 
Chief .Justice Sir M. B. Begbie and Hon. 
Justice Gray also occupied seats on the 
.Bench. The body of the courtroom and 
also the galleries were much crowded. 

The usual commission to the judges, 
namely the Chief .Justice, and Honornbles 
Justice Crease, Gray and McCreieht for 
•holding courts of oyer and tevminier and 
general goal delivery was read by the l!c- 
gistrar.

THE JUDUE'h CUAKOK. 

Hon. Justice Crease remarked that the 
calendar was serious enough and he 
would briefly refer to some of the indict 
ments. The charge of cattle stealing 
againsL Win. MeNiel would not give them 
any trouble as the evidence was sufficient- 
ly clear. He would just make one gou- 
eial remark that the grand jury if they 
found that there was a prima far in case 
should send it to a petit jury who would 
have to make a full investigation. The 
ease of receiving stolen cattle against 
John Dooley was, he thought, also suffi- 
ciently clear and should be sent to the pe- 
tit jury. The case against Barry and 
Kelly for violence to the poison and rob- 
bery was a crime that was rare bet e ami 
of course would go to the petit jury. The 
house-breaking case against Win. J'M- 
wards was next dealt with anil the crime 
defined. 1>. Da vies, a case of larceny 
was also referred to briefly. Fisgard 
street murder indictment was one thai be 
supposed the grand jury in common with 
himself would have some doubt about. 
The circumstances of the case u ere describ- 
ed and the crime of murder defined. A II 
homicides, the learned judge remarked, 
was murder with certain exceptions which 
were enumerated and if any of those 
were. applicable the crime became man 
slaughter. The difficulty with himself was 
as to whether there really was a /n 'uua 
fucia case or not ; but every possible as 
sistance would be given them to arrive at 
a conclusion. Goal breaking charge againsl 
Edwards was next referred to. 0nl ies 
and privileges of the grand jury were then 
enumerated, wijli tho remark that gent le- 
mon of the grand jury hail served in 
that capacity so often that it was need 
less to say much on that head. The es- 
tablishment of a juvenile reformatory 
was one, his Lordship remarked, that was 
much needed and it might, be well for the 
grand jury to take such a matter into 
consideration. Many reasons were ml 
fluced why such an establishment should 
be instituted. The degraded influences 
of incarceration among incorrigible of- 
fenders wore forcibly presented. Altera 
few more subjects had been referred to 
the grand jury wore dismissed t«i consid- 
er the several indictments. 

Mr. K. Harrison, the crown prosecutor, 
remarked that there was an Indian min- 
der case that had been postponed from 
last assizes upon which a true lull luid 
been found and which might be,proeoodc<.i 
with. He would suggest an adjourn 
merit till one o'clock and then go on with 
the. work during the afternoon.

1'risniier, a Euela taw Indian, was charged 
with the murder of Fort Rupert Indian in 
January, 1831, on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island by stabbing him with a 
knife and striking him on the head with 
a box of nails; the murdered man and the 
prisoner both beiuj? in a state of intoxica- 
tion at the time. 

The widow of the murdered Indian, 
named Mary, deposed that lie and the 
prisoner had been drinking and were 
quarrelling at the time; after her 1ms 
band had been struck she took her baby 
and ran away to the woods. On her re- 
turn he appeared to bo better; the wound 
on the. temple had been caused by the 
box , and the one on the top of the head 
was dojie with a knife, lie died at Cape 
Mudge two days afterwards. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Davie n 
came out that deceased and prisoner 
bought three boxes of gin at Burrard 
Inlet, containing 42 bottles; there wore 
14 Indians in their canoes, and in two 
days they got to where the man was 
killed; two boxes wen; there unopened. 

To the court The gin was purchased at 
Maxy's, at Burrard Inlet, and it cost $1-1 
a box. 

The grand jury hero entered the court- 
room and presented true bills againsl 
Wm. McNeil for cattle stealing and John 
Dooley , on the second count, of the in- 
dictment for receiving stolen cattle; Jos. 
Kelly, J. h. Barry and D, Davies for 
larceny and gaol breaking; Wong Fuotig, 
Ah Hoe and Chat Moi for murder. True 
bills were foil nd in all the indictments 
presented. 

His Lordship told the grand jury that 
they would not be discharged for the pie 
sent as other indictments might yet cuiue 
before them. They might also make a 
presentment on any subject before the 
expiration of the assizes. 

On the murder ease being resumed an 
Indian witness objected to tho Fort 
Rupert klootchman iutcrpr ter, and after 
some discussion another woman was 
brought in to check the translation, but 
as this woman was a witness for the de- 
fence she was sent out of the courtroom. 
It seems that considerable ill-feeling ex- 
ists between the Ruperts and Euchttavvs 
and that members of one tribe would not 
trust those of tho other. Finally another 
Indian witness was placed in the box w ho 
doposed to seeing the wounded Indian 
just after the wounds had been inflicted. 
His evidence was not of much import. 

Dr. J. B. Matthews on being sworn 
gave if. as his opinion that the man in 
question died from tho effects of the 
wounds received, aided also by exposure; 
Alcohol would accelerate death on the 
top of the boating which it appears the 
man received. 

To the court— Was of the opinion that 
the white substance spoken of by witnesses 
was brain matter. 

'l'o a juror— Considered the wounds as 
described sufficient to cause death without 
the aid of alcohol, but of course could 
not say positively as he had not buou 
them. 

The former witness was again put in 
the box with the last witness as interpro 



ter. Some difficulty occurred , however 
and an attempt was finally made to get 
his evidence in Chinook interpreted by 
Sojgeant Bloomfield, which was Dartially 
successful. 

Mr. Thos. Davie shortly addressed the 
jury on behalf of the prisoner, attacking 
the evidence for the prosecution and de- 
nouncing it as being made of " wholn 
cloth." He called several Indian wit 1 
I 'aesses and summed up the case at some 
length.

| Crown, and after an impartial charge on 
i behalf of I he learned judge the jury at 
8:15 p.m., after about 1C minutes' do- 
liberation; returned a verdict of "not 
guilty." 'l'hi! prisoner was then dis- 
charged. He has been in gaol for more 
than a twelvemonth waiting trial.
